It  Is  a  sweeplnf  ailegallun  made  by  the  civic 
authoritiM  In  VaneouYer  that  Yke  and.  crime 

have  been  openly  countenanced  there.  A  sequel 
to  this  belief  is  that  twelve  police  officials  have 
bem  dtanldsed  and  serenteiMv^  under  suspen- 
sion. The  initiative  In  this  drastic  action  wa.s 
taken  by  the  new  Mayor  and  what  he  has  done 
Is  supported  by  the  now  Chief  of  PoUeie  he  has  ap- 
pointed. What  i.s  the  nature  of  the  investigation 
znade  Into  alleged  police  Irregularities  has  not 
been  disclosed.  The  Chief  of  Police  however,  re- 
ports that  Vancouver  has  become  "an  Interna- 
tional headquarters  for  white  slavers,  bootleggers, 
gamblenf  and  confidence  raerf,"  by  no  moaiis  an 

Onvlable  reputation. 

The  point,  however.  Is  that  no  one  should  be 
condemned  unheard,  and  there  is  no  evidence  to 

ahem  that  the  dismissed  and  suspended  police 
officials  were  given  an  opportunity  to  prove  their 
innocence.  Viewed  from  any  standpoint  their 
plight  is  a  most  unpleasant  one.  Their  reputa- 
J  tions  have  been  damaged,  by  the  action  taken  by 
^  the  civic  authorlUes.  They  hive  either  to  take 
their  chastening,  which  will  cast  a  cloud  over 
all  their  future  lives,  or  else  proceed  by  legal  «c-. 
tion.  to  lorce  a  fair  trlaL  Thtft  trlal,_hanTMr. 
should  have  been  cni.ceived  and  carrkd-jQUl  In 
the  full  light  of  publicity  by  order  of  the  Mayor 
liimself.'  He  Is  a  lawyer  and  knows  how  the 
course  of  justice  runs,  that  no  man  is  Ruilty  until 
he  has  been  proved  so,  and  he  most  assuredly 
Is  not  proved  so  until  he  Is  given  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard  and  to  summon  Hhatever  WttDMMS 
he  can  in  his  own  defence. 

The  situation  affecting  crime  In  Vancouver 
has  been  unsavory  for  a  lunj?  time.  The  marvel 
was  that  the  Provincial  Oovernment  did  not  step 
In  and  take  the  law,  for  which  It  is  responsible, 
Into  its  own  hands.  II  may  have  to  do  so  eventu- 
ally. For  the  moment  the  manner  in  which  the 
Mayor  and  Chief  of  Police  of  Vancouver  are  pii- 
lorlng  the  conditions  that  obtain  is  doing  Van- 
couver severe  damage.  What  is  more  serious  still 
is  that  the  canons  of  justice  should  be  violated  by 
not  affording  a  fair  trial  to  those  of  the  police 
force  who,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Mayor,  It  has 
been  deemed  necessary  to  dismiss  or  suspend. 
The  investigation  Into  their  alleged  misdeeds 
should  be  carried  out  In  a  way  that  will  give  them 
every  opportunity  to  prove  their  innocence.  Not 
even  by  official  autocracy  can  reputations  be 
blasted  with  Impunity.  Fveryone  kiv5ws  that  a 
clean-up  campaign  is  of  Imperative  necessity  In 
Vancouver,  which  has  gained  a  sad  notoriety  for 
its  crime.  The  way  to  start  is  to  run  the  crimin- 
als to  earth.  If  the  forces  of  law  and  order  need 
a  clean-up,  as  well,  that  process  must  imply  that 
those  members  under  suspicion  are  given  at  least 
equal  opportunity  with  alleged  criminals  to  show 
wherein  they  can  defend  themselves  against  the 
Implication  ot-crror,,  graft  or  of  derilectlon  in 
duty. 


OENEKAL  KNOWLEDOS 


An  English  newspaper  recently  published  a 

long  series  of  general  knowledge  questions.  Tt 
did  not  Invite  Its  readers  to  send  replies,  but 
nevertheless  among  those  of  an  inquisitive  type 
of  mind  and  those  anxious  to  extend  their  know- 
ledge there  must  have  been  a  ^ood  deal  of  re- 
search work  done  to  determine- the  answers  to 
some  of  the  queries  preferred.  General  knowledge 
is  an  excellent  thing.  It  is  a  test  of  what  youth 
has  learned  while  at  seho<ri,  and  It  Is  to  be  feared 
that  perhaps  not  1  per  cent  of  those  who  have 
enjoyed  an  ordinary  education  could  have  an- 
swered 2  per  cent  of  the  questions  asked  In  the 
series  published. 

Here  are  a  few  of  the  questions.  With  what 
•disputes  are-the  following  piece*  connected:  (a) 
Tesehen;  (b)  Ta^na-Arlca,  (ri  Yanka  Ptiszta? 
What  Is  the  origin  of  Cocktail?  What  towns 
have  been  capitals  of  Albania  during  the  present 
century''  Who  were  the  Nine  Worthies''  Give 
the  real  names  of:  (a)  "Mollere";  (b)  "Match- 
less Orlnda";  (c)  "PerdtU";  (d)  "Swan  of  Lich- 
field"; (et  "Peter  Pindar";  ifi  "Barry  Cornwall  "; 
(g)  "Christopher  North ';.(h>  "Thomas  Ingolds- 
by?"  Whet  was  the  longest  telegram  ever  sent 
to  a  ncw.spaper  to  be  .set  up  as  news''  What  two 
chapters  in  the  Bible  are  almost  identical?  What 
English  tieneral  led  -a  French  Army  against  an 
Eiurllsh  Army  commanded  by  a  Frenchman  and 
a  Portuguese?  What  Sovereign  (a)  was  crowned 
before  birth:  (b)  abdicated  twice;  (c)  succeeded 
as  secood^  el  hle^Nune  to  hls.^soh  who  waTthe 
first? 

It  must  be  admitted  that  some  at  least  of 

these  question.';,  .selKted  ;it  random,  offer  tests 
that  to  a  great  majority  of  people  could  not  be 
fulfilled.  They  were  set  by  the'  newspaper  in 
question  as  holiday  tasks  during  Christmas. 
There  is  no  record  of  how  many  endeavored  ta 
answer  them,  either  offhimd  or  by  hunting  up 
the  information.  The  newspaper  subsequently 
gave  the  answers  itself,  and  those  to  the 
queries  In  the  foreftolng  paragraph  were  as  fol- 
lows: , 

Tesehen  figured  in  the  boundary  dispute  be- 
tween Poland  and  Cse<:hoslovakia,  1919-1920. 
Tacna-Arlca  figured  In  the  territorial  dispute 
between  Chile  and  Peru,  1884-1929.  Yanka  Puszta 
figured  in  the  dispute  between  Yugoslavia  and 
Hungary  over  the  activity  of  terrorists,  19S4.  The 
origin  of  Cocktail  was  a  bunch  of  raisins  dipj)cd 
in  brandy  by  the  Advocates  of-Bdlnburgh  as  "an 
elevens."  The  capitals  of  Albania  during  the 
present  century  have  been  Valona,  Durazzo, 
Soutari  and  Tirana,  The  ktae  Worthies  were 
Hector,  Alexander,  Caesar.  Joshua,  David,  Judas 
Maccabaeus.  Arthur.  Charlemagni  and  Godfrey 
de  Bouillon.  •  Mollere's"  real  name  was  Jean 
Baptlste  Poquelln;  "Matchle-ss  Orlnda'  was 
Mrs.  Katherlne  Phllllp.s;  "  Perd  I  ta"  was  Mary  Rob- 
inson; the  "Swan  of  Lichfield  '  was  Anna  Seward; 
Teter  PUutar"  was  John  Wolcot;  "Barry  Corn- 
wall" was  Bryan  Waller  Proctor;  "Christopher 
North"  wes  John  Wilson,  and  "Thomas  In- 
Koldsby"  wM  Rlehard  -Sarrts  Barham.  The

even  now  is  launching  us  upon  further  adven- 
tuM."  These  are  a  few  sentences  taken  out  of 
an  address  by  Prof essor  F.        Crew,  a  famous 

biologist.  In  .speaking  on  the  subject  of  "Biology 
Applied  to  Human  Problems."  He  sees  a  disabil- 
ity that  disfigures  the  modem  world  in  jUie  sense 
of  purposele.s-snes.s.  born  of  hopelessness,  that  is 
to  be  encountered  on  all  sides.  It  is  a  problem  to 
remove  this  attitude  from  the  minds  of  those  to 
whom  the  future  belongs 

TJie  sense  of  hopelessness  seems  to  possess 
the  young  people  more  than  others.  Those  who 
are  emerging  from  the  guidance  of  our  educa- 
tional systems,  or  at  ieist  a  considerable  per- 
centage of  them,  fegard  the  present  as  meaning- 
less and  the  future  aa  liopeless.  "Nowhere,"  says 
Professor  Crew,"  do  they  encounter  that  par- 
ticular appeal  to  the  emotion  of  the  Ideal  which 
might  capture  their  allegiance  and  give  point 
to  the  dreams  of  glorious  advanture  for  which 
they  yearn.  Tdid-jo  in  tWs  absence  of  this,  they 
are  content  to  wear  motley,  to  cultivate  a  harm- 
ful hedonism,  or  to  attack  enemies  created  for 
them  out  of  their  own  ignorance  and  Imagina- 
tion. Sooner  or  later  they  find  dLsillusionment.-' 

It  is  extraordinary  that  with  the  march  of 
civilization  so  few  know  how  to  manage  their 
lives,  and  fewer  still  have  a  purpose  in  living. 
This  Is  commented  on  by  ProfessorCrew  who 
points  out  that  science,  after  BdfllRlRilly  con- 
tributing to  the  materialities  of  existence,  had 
made  no  wide  appeal  "to  the  emotional  life  of 
those  who  enjoy  the  conveniences  and  comforts 
it  has  provided  '  Professor  Crew,  however,  sees 
the  wide  path  of.  jj^tellectual  Improvement 
stretching  out  aheid^  He  sees  the  possibilities 
of  raising  the  Intellectual  level  of  the  people.  He 
says  that  the  present  environment  canj>e  swept 
clean  of  those  agencies  living  and  non-living, 
which  deform  and  slay.  He  sees  that  if  man  so 
wishes  he  can  in  the  immediate  future  command 
a  life,  long  enough  and  rich  enough  to  make  It 
a  thousand  times  worth  the  living. 

The  thought  that  should  be  Inspired  among 
those  who  rebel  at  so-called  fate,  but  who  are 
really  rebelling  against  their  own  puny  imagina- 
tions, is  that  It  should  be  satisfying  and  enthus- 
ing to  liave  the  knowledge  tliat  the  present  Is 
but  a  part  of  a  great  unfinished  whole,  'to  quote 
Profc-^sor  Crew  "that  life  may,  if  mankind  so 
wishes,  in  the  future  possess  a  grandeur  that  at 
present  is  to  be  found  only  in  the  dreams  of  the 
Imaginative,  and  that  it  I.s  our  privilege  to  be  able 
to  take  part  In  the  great  adventure  of  making 
this  grandeur  a  certain  posseeslon  of  those  who 
shaU  follow  us." 


Red  Terrorism  In  Russia  cannot  be  abandoned, 
according  to  M.  Krylenko,  Commissar  of  Justice, 
/iince  it  is  a  necessary  feature  of  the  class  war.  At 
Geneva  M.  Lltvlnoff.  the  Russian  delegate  to  the 
League  of  Nations,  has  been  condemning  ter- 
rorism. In  the  Soviet  lexicon  there  is  a  distinc- 
tion without  a  difference  as  to  what  terrorism 
connotes.  The  Soviet  condemns  the  terrorism 
directed  against  Individuals.  It  upholds  the  ter- 
rorism on  mass  production  lines  directed  against 
whole  classes  by  political- organizations.  Both 
practices  are,  of  course,  equally  immoral,  and 
perhaps  mass  murder  is  the  more  Immoral  of  the 
two. 


The  record  of  the  Royal  Air  Force  during  1934 
was  a  remarkable  one.  About  47,000,000  miles 
were  flown,  or  a  distance  half  way  to  the  sun 
from  the  earth.  There  were  twenty  fatal  acci- 
dents resulting  in  thirty-one  deaths.  In  1933  the 
mileage  flown  was  45,000i000,  and  there  were 
thirty-nine. fatal  accidents  In  wbleh  fifty-four 
lives  were  lost.  Safety  measures  have  been  greatly 
reinforced  latterly  by  the  wider  use  of  para- 
chutes. Since  they  became  a  part  of  standard 
equipment  in  1926, 123  lives  in  the  Air  Force  have 
been  saved  through  thfSi  use.

At  the  beglnnlnc  of  the  year  we 
ventured  to  predict  that  many  in- 
teresfetnf^ttilnsa  would  coom  le  pess

Ing.  It  ha.^  been  tumultuou.^  But 
When  we  made  th«  predlcUon  we 
had  no  thought  of  the  weather. 
Wo  had  not  dreamt  of  frost  and 
snow  aiMl  a  delufi  of  rain  and 
floods:  The  thought  never  occurred 
to  us  that  owing  to  the  vagartts  of 
the  weather  business  In  Vancouver 
would  be  paralyaad  for  a  few  days. 
Just  think  for  a  moment  how  Van- 
couver would  feel  with  no  business 
to  do;  nothing  whatever  that  could 
be  done  but  sit  down  and  fUne  and 
twiddle  lt.s  thumbs!  Is  not  that  a 
paralyzing  thought?  Every  business 
activity  sumended  for  two  whole 
days — and  perhaps  a  few  more. 
Nothing  like  that  had  occured  in 
Vancouver  shiee  the  daya  of  the  Ug 
fire.  But  Vancouver  will  recover  and 
her  business  life  will  surge  more 
valiant^  than  ever.

We  have  had  a  brief  spell  of 
wmter-^ m  Victoria,  too,  giving 
variety  to  our  normally  placid  life, 
and  a  considerable  element  of  the 
populatloo  enjoyed  the  ehange. 
There  was  slcatlng  of  a  sort  for  a 
day  or  two;  there  was  tobogannlng. 
also  of  a  sort,  with  ImpleaMnts 
hastily  Improvised  for  the  occasion. 
How  the  young  people  and  the  dogs 
revelled  in  rearing  down  hiUa  and 
roiiiiiK  together  In  the  snow  at  the 
bottom.  Degrees  of  temperature 
cannot  quell  the  ardor  for  ftm  of 
beya  aad  docs.  When  the  bt9>d-to 
warm  and  the  heart  action  strong, 
the  bite  of  frost  Is  never  felt.  The 
only  discontent  manlfeatcd  about  the 
spell  of  Winter  was  that  it  was  so 
short.  When  a  sudden  slant  of  the 
wind  brought  warm  rain  and  the 

flood  came  there  was  ron.sterna- 
tion  In  the  heart  of  many  a  small 
boy  when  he  k)oked  out  in  the 
morning  and  exelalmsd,  "Oh,  dad, 

It's  aU  gooel"

But  the  boyitfi  part  of  the  world 
is  only  a  small  part  of  It.  The  big- 
ger part  of  it  suffered  from-the  dn- 
accustonied  cold  weather.  There 
were  househ<rids  In  which  fuel  was 
scarce  and  the  other  necessities  of 
life  none  too  abundant.  The  sud- 
den change  from  Winter  to  Spring 
wa&  warmly  welcomed  by  a  majority 
of  the  people.  Business  In  Victoria 
was  affected  for  a  day  or  two;  but 
it  was  not  paralyzed  as  It  was  in 
Vancouver  and  Inrmoat  places  on 
the  Mainland  north  and  .south  of 
the  boundary  hpe.  Our  street  cars 
never  missed  a  trip.  T%e  milkman 
made  his  dally  rounds.  There  may 
have  been  some  inconvenience,  but 
there  was  no  -general  privation. 
The  flowers  drooped  their  heads,  in 
the  gardens  of  the  city  for  a  day 
or  two,  but  they  are  lifting  them 
this  momint  as  Jauntily  as  ever. 
The  sun  Ls  coming  back  and  the 
warmth  of  Ills  life -giving  rays  Is 
Increasing.  Tlie  buds  which  have 
been  set  bacic  for  a  season  Will  soon 
begin  to  swell  agam.  Spring  Is 
peering  around  the  comer.  Bursts 
of  Ill-temper  on  the  part  of  the 
weather  cannot  affect  the  natural 
progreiiB  of  the  seasons.  Springtime 
and  harvest  ShaU  not  faU  while  the 
earth  endures.

When  we  wrote  about  the  pos.si- 

bUltles  of  the  year  we  were  not 
thinking  of  the  poaalble  temper  of 
the  weather,  but  of  the  possible 
state  of  mind  of  the  politicians  at 
Ottawa.

cromancer, or  sorcerer. 

In  proportion  aa  an  art  or  aclencr 
IS  lo.st  or  forgotten,  the  very  name 
by  Willi  h  it  waa  called  becomes  mis- 
understood, misapplied  and  flnall> 
forgotUn.  In  proportion  aa  men 
beeone  unaplrltual  and  materUi, 
they  will  grow  incapable  of  com- 
prehending the  power  of  spirit. 
There  are  people  today  who  deny 
the  existence  of  anything  that 
tranjscends  the  power  of'  perception 
of  their  physical  senses. 

One  example  of  degradation  of 
terms  is  the  meaning  whleh  Is  at 
present  commonly  attributed  to  the 
word  magic.

Magic  being  the  knowledge  of 
liow  to  employ  spiritual  powers,  it 
ui  self-evldoit  that  Jiobody  can  em- 
ploy any  spiritual  powcn  unleaa  he 
has  com/-  Into  their  poaaesslon  by 
the  awakening  of  his  own  splrltu-
